The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest the claimed composite wear component 
integrated with a ceramic pad, in particular the pores of the ceramic pads are impregnated with 
the metal matrix of the wear member during casting. The closest prior art of record Bentz et al 
(US 5435234) discloses a ceramic-metal composite structure wherein the ceramic member is 
received within the bore of the metal member.
